With respect to applicant's reliance upon VanBuskirk et a!., JAMA 278: 1993-1999, 1997; the following is noted. 

In addition to the statements relied upon by applicant, the section on Chronic Rejection on pages 1997-1998 of VanVuskirk et al. also 
stand for "One strong stimulus to their development (e.g. tissue-remodelling responses) is the onset of postransplant allosensitization, 
evident as an acute rejection episode, the produciton of donor-reactive alloantibodies or both. Also, "When analyzed in more detail, 
becomes apparent that the patient subpopulation with chronic rejection is generally the same patient subpopulations with previous acute 
rejection episodes. This illustrates the immunologic relationsihip between actue rejections which is primarily a pathologic inflammatory 
response and chronic rejeciton, which is primarily a pathlogic tissue-remodeling responses. It also suggests that the incidence of chronic 
rejection may fall substantially in patients treated with new immunosuppressive agents that reduce the indicence of acute rejection 
episodes, posttransplant alloantibody production or both. Prophylactic strategies should be aimed at the risk factors for chronic rejection, 
with pharmacologic agents that interfere with physiologic and immunologic mediators of vascular trauma and strategies that completely 
avoid the development of acute rejection. Therefore, the prior art teachings are consistent with meeting and achieving the claimed 
therapeutic strategies.
